If so, it does not be- 
stow many compliments on the mem- 
bers of the club, as is well known, the 
"Licorice and Cordwood Club" as re- 
ferred to 'in tho Spanish romance, was 
nothing but a pack train of Andiluslan 
mulea and their drivers carrying cord- 
wood and licorice from the mountains 
above the Xenll river, and the music of 
the voices of both animals and men at 
evening when unpacked and turned 
loose in the camp, was the topic on 
which theCastilian romancers delighted 
to unite.

A GREAT CANAL SCHEME. 


A proposition ia being talked of in 


Chicago for Ocstroyinn the St. Lawrence 
river and to dry up the fulls of Niagara. 
Perhaps the project is not intended to 
be taken seriously in all respects, but 
survcya have been runde and it has been 
demonstrated that ouch a thing can be 
done at an expense easily within the 
means of the city. There was a time in 
the geological ages when four of the 
Great Lakes found their outlet, not 
through the St. Lawrence river na at 
present, but through the IllinoiB river, 
thence by way of the Mississippi to the 
KuU of Mexico. At that time the water 
level of tlie lakes was about thirty feet 
higher than at present. The bed of the 
Illinois is at present only thirty feet 
above the channel of the Niagara river 
at the falls. 


The plan formulated by the Chicago 


people for diverting the water from the 
St. Lawrence and sending it down the 
Mississippi, is to dredge the channel of 
tho Illinois river and make it thirty or 
more feet deeper than at present; cut a 
vide, deep canal -through the low land 
from the head of the stream to lake 
Michigan near Chicago, and let the 
waters go. The level of lake Michigan 
would be lowered thirty feet; Chicago 
would stand high and dry, from half a 
mile to a mile from the lake. 
The 


sewer system of the city could then bo 
made perfect, and there would be ft 
great change in many ways. 


This echeme developed from a plan 


considered several years aco of giving 
the city better drainage by digging a 
deep canal tothe Illinois river. Chicago 
stands on ground BO low and flat that 
there is great trouble in finding drain- 
age for its sewage. The lake ie only n 
few feet lower than the streets. 


The scheme of a canal to the Illinois 


river as an outfall sewer was pronounced 
practicable, and then the idea of 
mak- 


ing it more than a sewer outfall wa 
suggested. It was proposed to make i 
wide and deep enough for e tea me re,- ant 
by that route establish a line of com 
merce between Chicago and the Gul 
of Mexico and the whole world. Vce 
eels could put ou a cargo of grain or 
pork in the Garden city, and sail di- 
rectly to all porta of the globe. Without 
doubt this would largely increase the 
importance of the city as a distributing 
center.

A glance at the 
map will Hhow what the result would 
be. The water of Lake Michigan, Lake 
Superior, Lake lluron and Lake Erie 
would flow toward the new outlet at 
Chicago instead o£ the old one by way 
of Niagara river, and thence through 
Lake Ontario and the -St. Lawrence to 
the Atlantic ocean. 


Should the scheme be put into opera- 


tion it would cause several great changes. 
The water line of the four lakea above 
Niagira falls would be lowered many 
feet. Cities and towns which now !>«ve 
lake frontage would find 
themselves 


milea from water. The lakes themselves 
wonld be smaller. New charts for thei 
navigation would be necessary; 
th 


lowering of the water 
would brin 


ehoale near the surface, or in some in 
stances above it. The famous falls o 
Niaglra^would be represented by a cl, 
extending across a dry gorge, with Httl 
or no water. The Detroit river, con 
necting Lake Huron with Lake Erie 
would flow in theoppOBitedirectionfroi 
the present course. Many large bay 
and estuaries now indenting the lake 
coaets, would become dry. Canada on thi 
one side, and the bordering portions o 
the United States on the other would 
seriously object, and Chicago would be 
compelled to heed the objection. 


On the other hand, the pouring of tlj 


immense flood down the Illinois and 
thence down the Mifsissippi would plaj 
havoc with all the low country along 
both streams. The channels could no: 
carry the additional water, and floods 
from Chicago to the Gulf would result 
until such time as the increased volume 
of water would widen and deepen the 
river beds. 


The scheme may be regarded as vision- 


ary at preeent, but there ia no natural 
obstacle in the way of carrying it ont 
and it may be done at some future time. 


THE movement among the negroes in 


Georgia and other Southern states indi- 
cates that several thousand of them will 
move to Liberia, in. •Africa, and plant 
colonies. The undertaking is almmt 
certain to result diaaatrouely for those 
who try it. The inoat vigorous and 
persevering people have always bad 
much trouble and misfortune to con- 
tend against in establishing colonies in 
remote countries; and more of such 
schemes bave failed than have met suc- 
cess. The negroes of the South are 
-iot well adapted to taking care of them- 
selves in times of friri. and Liberia ia a 
country likely to offer a rough experi- 
ence to tbe colonist.

It certainly does not upply to counties 
of Jhe seventh class, nor counties of the 
ninth claea, and this information as to 
the extent of the application ol suh- 
divisioii twenty-five is eullicieut for the 
purposes of this inquiry. 


It will not of coiiree bw contended that 


as an increase of the eahxry of the 
judges tho suh division could be sus- 
tained. But a clear under stand ing of 
the subject seems to require that it he 
first considered in the light of an in- 
crease of Balury. 


If ihe Huh-divisiou ie intended to af- 


fect tho compensation of the superior 
judges of Freano county, it is invalid, 
beciiUBe the superior judges are not 
county ollicerfi, and article XI., section 
5 of the constitution, which provides 
that the lenielnturo "shall rcguhite the 
compensation in proportion to duties, 
nnd for this purpose may classify the 
counties hy population," applies only to 
county, township and municipal olllcors, 
and the title of county governinentnct 
jives, no warning of. any legislation af- 
fecting superior judges. The compensa- 
tion of superior judges is no part of tlie 
subject of this act, constitution article 
IV., section 24. 


By sub-division '2S, of section 170, all 


the provisions of the act relating to 
counties of the eighth class shall take 
effect from and after the date of tho ap- 
proval of tbc act, which was March 3, 
1891. But by article IV., section 17 of 
the constitution, the compensation of 
superior judges cannot bu increased or 
diminished after I heir election, or dur- 
ing tho term for whtah they shall have 
been elected. 


Hcnco subdivision 25, if meant to add 


to the compensation of tho judges, is 
void as to tlie incumbents on the 31st 
day of March, 16WI, if not altogether 
void. Tho subdivision IB also void, if 
compensatory, because the whol 1 $50 
S 


er month is to be paid by the county. 
y article VI. section 17, of tho consti- 


tution, one-half of the salary must he 
paid by the state, and one-hulf hy the 
county. Salary and compensation are 
synonymous. 


Subdivision 25 is either compensatory 


or a provision for tlie payment of inci- 
dental expenses, which may vary as 
the

of the olliee varies. 


Between the two there is u distinction, 
upon which tho court decided.
